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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. Applicant's amendment filed on 12/23/2009 is acknowledged. The applicant has 
cancelled claims 1-93 and has introduced new claims 94- 136. Of the new claims, the applicant 
has withdrawn device claims 107 - 114 based on a previous restriction requirement. However, 
due to oversight the applicant did not withdraw corresponding method claims 129-136. Upon 
calling Attorney Manabu Kanesaka (Reg. No. 31,467) about the above oversight, Atty. Kanesaka 
authorized the Examiner to withdraw claims 129-136 and cancel all non-elected claims via an 
Examiner's amendment. Accordingly, claims 107-1 14 and 129-136 have been cancelled, and 
claims 94-106 and 1 15-128 have been examined.
